The or- 
dinance, a combination of the presenl 
ordinance in Bismarck and of other 
cities, was presented by Commission- 
er Henzler for study and considera- 
tion by the commission. The ordi- 
nance was read the first time and may 
be read the second time and be up for 
passage in two weeks. 


Some of the principal points in the 


ordinance follow: 


Speed limit 20 miles per hour; eight 


miles per hour when approaching 
street intersections; requirement that 
abicci* uibciscvuuua, leiiiuieiiurin. tnai* 
brake must be sufficient to stop car 
going 20 miles an hour within 50 feet. 


Cars must not be stopped in the 
street in congested districts except 
when right side of car is within one 
foot of curb of street. 
' 


No one under 16 years of age shall 


drive a motor vehicle in the city. 
• 


Mufflers must be used; also lamps 


with dimmers. 


Cars must not be turned around in 


congested districts except at street 
intersections. 


Cars may not be parked within 25 


feef of either side at the entrance to 
public buildings or theaters or within 
15 feet of hydrant except for delivery 
of freight or discharge of passengers. 


\V"hen slowing or stopping the sig- 


nal to be used to those in the rear is 
lowering the hand vertically. 


When turning to left extend hand 


horizontally. 


When turning to right raise hand 
vertically. 


The maximum penalty for violation 


is fixed at a fine of $100 or 90 days' 
imprisonment, or both.

FARGO MAN, IN THE WAR BUT NOT OF 
THE SERVICE, HAS UNUSUAL RECORD 


The military record of Hans Eve- 


smith, 'business man of Fargo, is de- 
clared in the office of the Adjutant- 
General to be the most unusual record 
of the thousands on file. 


The record, which 
Mr. Evesmith 


was persuaded tq file on the plea that 
the state desired it for historical pur- 
poses, cannot be classed with any 
branch of service which had been 
recorded. One of the most unusual 
features of the record is an identifica- 
tion card which Mr. Evesmith carried 
while serving in the merchant marine 
—a card which was issued stating that 
he was entitled to be treated as a 
prisoner of war, to prevent him being 
treated as a spy. 


Mr. Evesmith, who is head of the 


Zenith Coal Mines Corporation, had 
sought 
admission 
to the Officers 


Training Camp and was refused be- 
cause he was 50 years of age. Having 
had experience in* navigation some 30 
years before be finally found service 
in the Merchant Marine as one of 
those in command of a vessel carry- 
ing supplies of war. The certificate 
of identity classed htm as a civilian 
employe of the army. Being a civil- 
ian employe, however, meant travers- 
ing the seas in merchantmen which 
were continually hunted out by sub- 
marines. 


During July and August, 1918, Mr. 


Evesmith served on the U. S. ship- 
ping board vessel Prins Willum I of 
Amsterdam between -New York and 
Philadelphia, and Matanzas and Car- 
denas, Cuba, in the sugar trade. This 
was during the period of the German 
submarine activity on the Atlantic 
Coast. 
From August until the armistice was 


signed he was in the army transport 
service, on the Bavaria, 'between New- 
port News and New York and Bor- 
deaux-Bassens, France. The Bavaria

Agricultural Statistician Says 


Crop Outlook Is Favorable 


Grand Forks, N. D, April 3.—The 


April 1 report of Jay G. Diamond, ag- 
ricultural statistician, follows: 


"Favorable crop and livestock con- 


ditions 
prevailed 
in North Dakota 


throughout the greater part of March, 
with a short period o£ cold and snow 
toward the end of the month, that re- 
tarded farm work and made further 
inroads on the short feed supplies in 
the southwestern livestock se<J:ton. 
Conditions daring the last few days of 
the <month were reported rapidly im- 
proving with warmer weather. Roads 
are mostly in poor condition. 


"Winter rye has generally been pro- 


tected oy ample snow cover during the 
cold spells and for the most part is 
regarded to have come through the 
winter in good shape. Hay supplies 
are reported fairly sufficient except 
in southwestern districts. Reports in- 
dicate an increased seed requirement 
for potatoes. 


"The 
recent snow and cold was re- 


ported unfavorable for livestock, es- 
pecially in the southwest district, but 
the thaw of the last few days of the 
month 
has 
improved the situation. 


Livestock is reported in fair condi- 
tion for the greater part ot the state 
and poor in sections where teed sup- 
plies have been short. 


"Farm work is confined chiefly to 


cleaning seed and repairing machin- 
ery. 
Field work is expected to start 


a little later than last year, depend- 
ing on the weather of early April. The 
supply of all farm labor is reported to 
be more than sufficient for present 
needs."

A comparison of tax rates between 


western and eastern North Dakota is 
more or less unfair as tax rates are 
naturally higher in a new undeveloped 
Section.

Generally speaking, taxes are high- 


est in North Dakota where the ability 
to pay taxes is t>»» lowest. 


Tax rates are excessive in Western 


North Dakota, The prosperity of that 
section of the state will be retarded 
unless tax rates can be lowered.

The Functions of 


a Bank 


There are many people of wide general information who 


have only a limited knowledge of the various services of 
banks. Some think of banking as an exclusive and privileged 
business exercising an irresponsible power. 


The first great step in promoting the exchange of products 


was the adoption of a common standard of value and medium 
of exchange; in other words, the development of money. The 
difficulties of- simple barter were so great as to obviously 
restrict the exchanges. 
A common standard of value pro- 


vided a common basis (or trade, a means by which commodi- 
ties could be compared, priced and quoted in different 
markets, and the universal esteem in which the precious 
metals were held enabled them to be used as means of ef- 
fecting exchanges and as standards of value. 
The actual 


shipment of coin, however, for each transaction, would involve 
much risk and expense, and where trade ran both ways there 
waa an obvious gain by off-setting the transactions, which 
soon developed the use of bills of exchange. 


In due course of time the settlements between distant cities 


and countries were handled then substantially as now, by a 
system of book entries and offsets. 


A banker today is a bookkeeper and settling agent for his 


community in its transactions with the outside world. 


In backward countries banks are but little nsed by the 


masses of the people, and money is hoarded, becoming a 
dead asset. A bank becomes a pool, into which are drained 
thousands of small sums, easily wasted, or, it not wasted, un- 
productive by themselves, and the sums so accumulated^be- 
come active agencies in the life of the community. 


Banks are the servants of business and the relations 


between the bank and its customers are reciprocal. In each 
line of trade and industry. It is commonly the case that the 
use for capital or credit is more or less fluctuating, so that 
at times each bank customer will accumulate cash balances 
while at other times needing to borrow. If the business of 
a bank is well distributed m various lines these fluctua- 
tions in individual balances and requirements will offset and 
compensate each other, thus securing the greatest economy 
and best results in the bse of capital.
